A poll of the house has l>een practic- 
ally completed by the canvassers in 
the interest of the anti-silver faction, 
which is said by one of the leaders to 
show an impregnable majority of 
twenty-seven in favor of unconditional 
repeal of the purchasing- claube as pro- 
vided in the Wilson bill. There is sub- 
stantial agreement of opinion among 
the silver and anti-silver leaders as to 
what is to be the real test of the 
strength of the two parties on the sev- 
eral questions to%be voted on at the 
close of the present debate, but a wide 
divergence exists as to the number ot 
votes that will be cast by tile two 
sides thereon. 


Mr. Hartor estimates that if the 


house successfully passes what he calls 
the danger point of the vote on free 
coinage at a ratio of 80 to 1, the ma- 
jority for the Wilson bill, which will 
present the naked question of repeal 
or no repeal, will be 100 or more. 


On the other hand, Mr Bland soya

NEW JERSEY SNAKE CHARMING, 
A Wlnttr Sport In Which tho Chormen 


Hunt With s Fife. 


This is the time of the year when all 


respectable snakes are supposed to 


lying- In their usual torpor in 


ales in the ground, and yet this is 
ust the time when knowing hunters 
re after them in the Hominy bills 
bove this place. The Hominies are 
oted for snakes even in the summer, 
ut they are more frequented by them 
n the winter, as their heights offer ex- 
ra inducements at that time for bur- 
rowing on account of the absence ot 


ater, as the steep slopes make tho. 


soil dry and the snakes' burrows free 
ram dampness. Snakes are in their 
wrrowing rather communistic,and dif- 
ercnt breeds often hibernate together. 
s a rule they try to burrow separate- 
y, but frequently knots of six or moro 
ore found coiled up in a branch enjoying 


he oblivion of the winter months, and 
he half dozen svakes perhaps repre- 


sent as many different varieties ol 
oilers. They go into winter quarters, 
with the first frosts, and do not usually 


merge till April, although occasionally 
heavy rainfall or intense thaw floods 
hem out 
The blacksnake is the king of all 


rarrows hereabouts. 
Blocksnakes do 


iot seek winter quarters together, but 
ach usually burrows with some other 
ireed of snakes, and because of their 
trength and devilish disposition they 
rule the roast 
So, wherever a general 


arrow-of snakes is discovered on tha 
lills a blacksnake is found to be tho 
eader. 


The snake is a sound sleeper, and 


even when aroused shakes oft but Uttlo 
if his lethargy. 
What awakens him 


he most completely is the sound of a 
Lfe or tin whistle, while even beating 
on tin pans has been effective. Tho 
recent great thaw made the conditions 
'avorable for snake bunting, or snake 
charming as they call it hereabouts. 
Hie object of local snake hunting is to 
reduce their numbers, because they 
lave of late years become so numerous 
as to be a constant danger and menace 
to huckleberry pickers in the summer, 
as well as to wayfarers in general. 


Zed Jones and a party of three men 


were out on the main hill, from which 
the snow hod almost entirely disap* 
jeared, one day during tho week, and 
rilled forty-seven snakes, including 
slacks, blue chasers, and pines, which 
are the largest snakes found here. Zed 
armed himself with an old fife.statioucd 
himself in a "coal bottom" and began 
x> play. He tunefully rendered "Rally 
Round the Flag" and other well-known 
airs without perceptible results. 


His companions, armed with clubs, 


waited for snakes to appear. They 
didn't come, though there was a snako 
liole at the side of the bottom. Zed 
thought it was not warm enough to 
charm snakes out of their stupor. As a 
last resort he struck up the lively notes 
of "Tho Girl I Left Behind Me," and 
had not played two bare before a big 
blacksnake drew his drowsy length 
slowly otit of the underbrush and into 
the bottom. 


It was plain to be seen that the rer>; 


tile was in a stupor. It wriggled slow- 
ly and darted out its fangs nearly 
every instant It coiled itself up in a 
Bunny place an though entranced by 
the fifo notes. Cheered by his success 
Zed played mftrrily on, and one after 
the other three garter-snakes, in a sore 
of semi-stupor, came from the same di- 
rection aud coiled slowly in the sun- 
light Eventually apine-snake joined tho 
quartet, and, though he and the black- 
snake arc always at war, they showed 
no signs of fighting. This, perhaps, 
was because of their torpor. Before tho 
shrill notes of tho fife ceased all the 
reptiles were killed with clubs and 
without much effort, as they were too 
pumb to make an attempt to escape. 
The black-snake was four feet long and 
the pine-snake nearly a foot longer. 
5"he largest garter-snake measured thrcti 
feet eight inches,

of serpents was found. 
As but two 


snakes were attracted out into tho air 
by the music a spade v.'as brought into 


ay, and digging down into the earth

enough to be continued ia our next... 
but rather attenuated by his long1 fast, 
Tho-e>thcr Br«skes weriJ mainly of tho 
Barter variety.

When it was dis- 
eovered that he was strutting tn bor- 
rowed plumes and that he had no more 
claim to the title of a Russian count 
than a. street coolie, and when he ulti- 
mately appeared in the dock he still 
Iriud the game of bluff, and held ont 
that he was a member of a society 
which was endeavoring to raise Russia 
to a higher standard of civilization and 
whose first step in that direction is gen- 
erally to raise its hereditary rulers in 
mangled fragments. How much of this 
latter story was believed those who 
svero intimate with "the distinguished 
foreigner" know bent, but even if Po- 
pow be a nihilist filled with the desire 
he professed of helping his suffering 
soinpatriots, ho has since been carrying 
ont his Intentions in a most incompre- 
hensible manner. 


Five or six months ago, attired in the 


gorgeous uniform of a French admiral, 
Popow landed in Mauritius. His nom 
dc guerre was Wilson, his rank vice ad- 
miral. Apparently his story in Mauri- 
tius was as absurd as the story he told 
In Hong Kong, but even there he waa 
well received, a salute being fired 
whenever his arrival was announced in 
ofllcial circles. He stated that his flag- 
ship was at Isle Bourbon and would ar- 
rive iu a few days, but it is difficult to 
understand how he accounted for hav- 
ing in his posession the full uniform of 
G.n"admiraL 
For his immediate use ho 


readily obtained an advance of money 
from the Dutch consul. For several 
rt'ueks all went merry as a marriage 
hell. Popow, or Vice Admii'al Wilson, as 
he ought now to be called, was welcomed 
Into the home circle of 
the 
best 


families and iu military and oaval cir- 
cles, and is said to have appeared more 
than once at Government house. En- 
couraged by the success of his venture, 
he hired a villa in the most fashionable 
resort of the island and lived in alaviftli 
stvlc, fully in keeping with the profes- 
sions he made. 


The day of reckoning came. As in 


Bong Kong, he stayed a little too long, 
ai~d the continued non-arrival of his 
flag ship led to the institution ijf in- 
quiries which were not answered satis- 
factorily. 
Popow was destined to see 


the interior of another jail, but people 
did not care to prosecute in a case 
where their own gullibility would have 
boan exposed with terrible bareness, 
and he was allowed toleavc the colony. 
The last of his brilliant uniform was 
seen in the window of the agent of a 
sewing machine company. Popow has 
teen glad to sell it as a "cheap lot" to 
the enterprising agent, who dressed an 
ctBgy with it and displayed it in his 
shop window, decorated with an appro- 
priate inscription, much to the minglet 
disgust and amusement of the former 
friends 
of the 
self-styled 
admiral. 


Popow has turned up in Ceylon, but as 
his antecedents preceded his arrival a1 
Colombo and are in the full knowledge 
of tbe police, it is not likely that he 
will find there any scope for his inge- 
nuity.—North China News.
